most effective method of control is 
the dust spray. 
One part of dry 
arsenate of lead and five part» of 
flour or dry lime dusted on the 
plants as soon as fhey come up and 
tepeat it often enough to keep the 
plants thoroughly coated is effec­ 
tive. 
Dust 
containing 
four 
per 
cent nieotin* dust and ten per cent 
arsenate of lead with the lime dust 
or flour is also effective. 
The nico­ 
tine duet is a little more effective 
than the arsenate. 
It is also more 
expensive.

obtained from 
the use of a dust spray when appli- 
ed with a regular dust sprayer or 
spray 
gun. 
For 
larger 
growers 
such machines are available on the 
market and for smaller growers sift­ 
ing with a flour sack or a similar 
method Is all that is necessary.

F ra n k s home and placed on guard al­ 
though the police attached little im­ 
portance to the missive. 
The second letter signed “a sorry 
m a n ’' was addressed to Chief of Po­

suicide. 
“Dear Chief" this letter read, “I 
zm the m urderer and the kidnaper 
ot the F ran k s boy. 
W hen you get

man.

T he police at first attached little 
im portance to this missive 
which 
was typewritten but took a sudden 
interest when it was compared with

lice to believe th a t both were writ­
